MAN  to  the  cause  of  education  is  the  "Maria  Hosmer  Penniman 
Memorial  Library  of  Education"  estabHshed  by  him  in  191 5  at  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania,  as  a  tribute  to  his  mother.  This  library 
now  numbers  over  ten  thousand  volumes,  many  of  which  are  of  the 
greatest  rarity.  To  it  the  founder  is  making  considerable  additions 
from  time  to  time,  the  gathering  of  volumes  from  all  parts  of  the  world, 
constituting  an  important  part  of  his  labor  of  filial  love.  He  is  a  mem- 
ber of  the  following  Societies:  Societe  de  Sport  de  ITle  de  Puteaux, 
Paris;  National  Geographical  Society;  Philadelphia  Geographical  So- 
ciety; Fellow  of  the  American  Geographical  Society;  life-member  of 
the  Historical  Society  of  Pennsylvania;  life  member  of  the  Society  of 
the  Sons  of  the  Revolution;  The  Yale  Club  of  New  York.

Dr.  James  Hosmer  Penniman  and  his  brother  come  of  a  long  Une  of  distinguished 
ancestors  among  whom  on  the  maternal  side  are  to  be  found  the  names  of  the  Rev. 
Peter  Bulkeley,  the  learned  first  minister  of  the  Concord  settlement,  whose  book 
"The  Gospel  Covenant"  printed  in  London  in  1649  ^rid  again  in  1651  (second  edi- 
tion) was  one  of  the  earliest  written  in  America;  Dr.  Jonathan  Prescott,  who  m. 
Peter  Bulkeley's  gd.  dau.,  and  their  son,  Col.  Charles  Prescott,  who  distinguished 
themselves  in  the  service  of  the  Colonies,  and  Col.  Charles  Prescott  in  the  Revo- 
lution as  well. 

The  Hosmers,  who  came  to  America  in  1635  in  the  ship  Elizabeth,  and  settled 
in  Concord,  were  among  the  first  defenders  of  American  Liberty  and  were  numer- 
ously represented  in  the  Revolution,  as  they  had  been  in  the  Colonial  Wars.  Capt. 
Isaac  Davis,  Abner  Hosmer  and  James  Hayward  who  fell,  and  Joseph  Hosmer  who 
was  Adjutant,  at  the  Concord  fight,  19th  April,  1775,  were  all  near  kinsmen  of  Dr. 
Penniman's  mother.  (See  Memorial  of  Rev.  G.  W.  Hosmer  and  Prescott  Memo- 
rial, also  Concord  and  Acton  Town  Records.) 

On  the  Penniman  side  are  found  the  names  of  Col.  Benjamin  Church,  Col. 
Charles  Church,  Col.  John  Chandler,  Capt.  Samuel  Chandler  of  Colonial  Wars 
and  Revolution;  of  Judge  Charles  Church  Chandler,  who  at  his  death  8th  August, 
1787,  was  a  member  of  the  Continental  Congress.  A  contemporary  notice  of  him 
says: 

"He  was  an  eminent  practitioner  of  the  Law.  He  sustained  several  important 
public  characters  with  great  reputation  and  ability;  as  Judge  of  Probates,  Represen- 
tative of  the  Town  in  the  General  Assembly,  and  has  been  elected  a  Member  of 
Congress.  As  a  man  of  genius  he  was  universally  known  and  respected,  as  a  man  of 
philanthropy  and  goodness,  he  was  universally  beloved.  He  needs  not  the  soft 
hand  of  flattery  to  portray  his  virtues.  His  best  and  most  honourable  epitaph  is 
engraven  in  the  memory  of  all  who  had  the  pleasure  of  his  acquaintance." 

Judge  Chandler's  wife  was  Marian  Griswold,  dau.  of  Matthew  Griswold,  and 
gd.  dau.  of  Roger  Wolcott,  both  Colonial  Governors  of  Connecticut.  Judge  James 
Lanman  was  Dr.  Penniman's  gr.  gd.  father,  who  fu.  Judge  Chandler's  dau.  Mar- 
ian. Judge  Lanman  was  Senator  from  Connecticut,  1819-1825,  and  was  also  a 
member  of  the  Convention  that  formed  the  first  Constitution  of  the  State.  He  was 
a  member  of  the  Legislature  and  a  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court,  greatly  beloved  and 
respected  for  his  character  and  for  his  distinguished  pubhc  services  to  State  and 
Nation  (see  Chandler  Family,  Backus  Family,  Records  of  Connecticut,  and  of 
Rhode  Island). 
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Hineage 

James  Penniman,  the  emigrant  ancestor  of  the  Penniman  family  in  America, 
was  one  of  the  settlers  of  the  town  of  Braintree,  Massachusetts,  having  gone  there 
from  Boston  where  he  at  first  lived.  He  came  over  in  the  ship  Lion  in  1631  with  his 
wife  Lydia  Eliot  (sister  of  John  Eliot,  the  Apostle  to  the  Indians),  and  having 
as  fellow  passengers,  John  Winthrop,  Jr.  (son  of  the  Governor  of  Massachusetts 
Bay,  and  himself  first  Governor  of  Connecticut),  John  Eliot  and  his  brother  Jacob 
Eliot.  The  Eliots  came  from  Naseing,  Essex,  while  the  seat  of  the  Penniman 
family  was  probably  in  Yorkshire,  where  the  EngHsh  Pennyman  family  still  live  at 
Marske,  in  Ormesby  Hall  (see  Pennyman  Records).  The  connection  between  the 
English  and  the  American  famihes  has  never  been  satisfactorily  estabHshed.  The 
statement  sometimes  made  that  James,  the  emigrant  was  a  brother  of  Sir  Wilham 
Pennyman,  the  distinguished  Royalist  is  not  substantiated  by  any  known  record, 
though  it  is  not  impossible  that  it  may  be  true.  As  James  was  a  Puritan  it  has  been 
suggested  that  his  Royalist  relations  kept  no  record  of  him  or  that  the  records  were 
destroyed.  (For  James,  the  Emigrant,  see  Town  Records  of  Braintree,  Massachu- 
setts. For  Lydia,  his  wife,  see  Town  Records  of  Medfield,  Massachusetts  where  her 
second  marriage  as  widow  of  James,  is  mentioned  and  she  is  stated  to  have  been 
the  sister  of  John  Eliot,  the  Apostle.  For  Penniman  see  the  Pennyman  Records, 
York  1904,  Appendix  N,  American  Pennimans.) 

THE  penniman  FAMILY   OF  BRAINTREE 

James  Penniman,  h.  in  England,  came  in  the  Lion,  163 1,  with  John  Winthrop, 
Jr.;  admitted  as  Freeman  6th  March,  1631-1632;  of  Boston  at  first;  of  Braintree, 
1639;  wife,  Lydia  Eliot;  he  d.  26th  December,  1664.  Lydia  m.  (secondly)  7th  De- 
cember, 1665,  Thomas  Wright,  of  Medfield  (Medfield  Records).  James  Penni- 
man's  will  is  dated  i8th  December,  1664;  proved  31st  January,  1664-1665;  recorded 
Suff.  Prob.,  1 :  443.  Mentions  his  oldest  son  James,  son  Joseph,  youngest  son  Sam- 
uel. He  says,  "God  hath  blessed  me  with  many  children."  His  son  James  "had 
been  educated  into  such  a  way  of  living,  as  he  is  having  already  had  a  portion." 
Most  of  the  children,  he  says,  were  young.  Inventory,  31st  January,  1664-1665, 
including  dwelling  house,  £45;  barn  and  stable,  old  house  and  orchard,  £70;  thirty 
acres  of  land  near  the  Mill-Pond,  £70;  fifteen  acres  near  Knight's  Neck,  (Quincy), 
£30;  eighteen  acres  "nigh  Weymouth  ffery,"  £55,  etc.  Total,  £505,  3s.  Sworn  to 
in  court  by  Lydia  Penniman,  widow  of  James.     (Suff.  Prob.,  4:  207.)
